SECTION  B 

Laboratory  facilities 

This  is  still  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  Reading,  and  the  service  has  been  eminently  satisfactory  both  for 
examinations  for  the  Public  Health  Department  and  for  the  doctors 
in  the  district  although  a  laboratory  in  closer  proximity  to  the 
Urban  District  would  be  better. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  operated  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council  and 
there  are  clinics  at  20  High  Street,  Yiewsley,  and  at  Harmonds- 
worth. 

Mortuary 

The  Council  has  a  modern  and  well  equipped  Mortuary  situated 
in  the  West  Drayton  Depot,  but  again  this  has  not  been  used  as  all 
inquests  for  this  district  are  held  in  Feltham  or  Uxbridge.  It  is 
unlikely  that  it  will  be  used  again  for  its  original  purpose  as  a  new 
mortuary  designed  to  cater  for  this  district  has  been  built  in 
Uxbridge.

SECTION  D 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

All  mains  water  supplied  in  the  district  is  from  a  deep  well  in 
Horton  Road,  Yiewsley,  controlled  by  the  Rickmansworth  and 
Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company.  The  water  is  examined  regu¬ 
larly  and  is  uniformly  satisfactory  both  from  the  chemical  and 
bacterial  point  of  view. 

Three  samples  of  mains  water  taken  from  domestic  supplies  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  were  all  satisfactory. 

There  are  fourteen  properties  still  relying  on  well  water.  Eight 
properties  in  Harmondsworth  and  two  in  Little  Britain  are  remote 
from  any  services  and  will  probably  be  demolished  when  circum¬ 
stances  permit. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

It  is  again  my  unfortunate  duty  to  report  that  the  village  of  Long¬ 
ford  is  still  not  on  main  drainage.  A  ditch  which  flows  alongside 
the  main  road  through  this  village  has  given  rise  to  considerable 
nuisance  due  to  illegal  drain  connections,  but  successful  negotiations 
have  been  concluded  with  the  Middlesex  County  Council  for  this 
section  to  be  piped  and  the  work  will  proceed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  and  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board  are  responsible  for  all  water  courses  in  the  district  and, 
during  the  year  under  review,  have  again  carried  out  an  appreciable 
amount  of  maintenance  works  to  the  rivers  and  streams  under  their 
control. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

Every  house  in  the  urban  district  has  separate  closet  accommo¬ 
dation  but  there  are  still  one  hundred  and  lifty  earth  closets  to  be 
emptied  weekly  due  to  the  absence  of  main  drainage.  The  exist¬ 
ence  of  illegal  caravan  sites  has  increased  the  burden  of  this  service. 

Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  : 

Since  February  of  the  year  under  review  the  “  relay  ”  system 
of  refuse  collection  was  substituted  for  the  “  gang  ”  system. 
This  has  proved  entirely  successful  resulting  in  a  saving  of 
approximately  £600  to  the  Council  for  the  year.  A  weekly 
service  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Once  again, 
the  General  Foreman  and  men  employed  on  this  essential 
service  are  worthy  of  commendation  for  its  successful  opera¬ 
tion,  and  their  willingness  to  work  the  new  system.  Com¬ 
plaints  still  continue  to  be  received  in  regard  to  un-co-operative 
householders  who  continue  to  make  the  dustmen’s  burden 
heavy  by  placing  materials  in  dustbins  which  should  be  de¬ 
stroyed  by  themselves. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal : 

Refuse  disposal  has  again  been  carried  out  by  the  system  of 
controlled  tipping.  In  addition  to  the  refuse  collected  locally, 
the  Department  has  been  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
from  Acton  and  Brentford  &  Chiswick.  During  exceptionally 
bad  periods  of  weather,  assistance  was  given  to  Paddington  and 
St.  Marylebone  Borough  Councils  who  also  brought  refuse  to 
be  disposed  of  in  this  Urban  District. 

The  24  acres  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  Horton  Lane  is 
almost  filled  and  negotiations  have  now  been  completed  making 
available  to  the  Council  further  land  on  the  north  side  of 
Horton  Lane. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the 
erection  of  a  building  to  house  a  power  driven  Conveyor  and 
Picking  Belt.  It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of  this  Belt  will 
greatly  increase  salvage  recovery  with  a  consequent  saving  in 
land. 

During  the  year  under  review,  40,190  tons  of  refuse  were 
tipped.

Regular  inspection  of  food  premises  has  again  been  carried  out 
and  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  maintained  in  them.  Improvements 
have  been  carried  out  as  a  result  of  representation  made  to  owners 
and  occupiers.  It  is  unfortunate  that  in  the  case  of  one  Restaura¬ 
teur  legal  proceedings  had  to  be  authorised  by  the  Council.  Fines 
totalling  £70  were  inflicted  upon  the  offending  owner  for  non- 
compliance  with  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938.

There  are  no  Slaughterhouses  working  in  the  area,  but  regular

In  the  case  where  the  samples  fell  in  Grade  III  the  premises 
were  visited  and  recommendations  made. 


There  are  thirty  three  premises  where  ice  cream  is  stored  and 
sold.  These  premises  are  inspected  regularly  and  a  high  standard 
of  hygiene  has  been  maintained. 

The  standard  of  hawkers’  vehicles  continued  to  be  good.  All 
vehicles  selling  loose  ice  cream  are  required  to  have  hot  water 
available  on  the  vehicle. 
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Disinfection 

Disinfection,  when  required,  is  carried  out  at  St.  John’s  Hospital, 
Hillingdon. 

There  have  been  several  occasions  during  the  year  where  it  has 
been  necessary  to  arrange  for  the  disinfection  of  linen  from  in¬ 
fected  aircraft  arriving  at  London  Airport,  and  it  would  be  much 
more  convenient  if  the  disinfector  at  present  stored  at  West  Drayton 
Depot  was  installed  and  made  available. 

Port  Sanitary  Administration 

The  work  involved  at  the  London  Airport  in  connection  with 
environmental  hygiene  and  food  inspection  has  again  increased  con¬ 
siderably  and  details  of  the  work  done  are  given  below. 

1.  Food  Inspection 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  eight  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  imported  food.  This  consists  princi¬ 
pally  of  meat  and  shell-fish,  but  in  addition  there  are  numerous 
other  types  of  food  in  varying  quantities. 

In  connection  with  this,  I  should  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  co-operation  of  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Airline  Companies.

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2.  Food  Premises 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  all  commercial  consignments  of 
food  imported  to  this  country  via  London  Airport,  inspection  of  the 
many  and  varied  types  of  food  premises  on  the  Airport  has  con¬ 
tinued.  Although  contraventions  were  discovered  in  certain 
premises,  the  Ministry  of  Civil  Aviation  and  the  various  Airline 
Companies  co-operated  readily  by  having  defects  remedied  and  im¬ 
provements  carried  out  which  were  brought  to  their  notice. 

3.  Rodent  Control 

The  Ministry  of  Civil  Aviation  have  continued  to  employ 
a  contracting  firm  to  control  rodents  on  the  London  Airport  and 
an  operator  is  employed  full-time.  Where  rodent  infestation  has 
been  discovered  by  Health  Department  Inspectors,  notice  has  been 
given  to  the  Ministry  of  Civil  Aviation  and  control  measures  are 
carried  out  forthwith. 

In  addition,  there  were  two  reports  of  rats  on  board  incoming 
aircraft  and,  in  one  case,  a  rat  was  trapped  and  killed  and  the 
aircraft  fumigated  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide. 

4.  Aircraft  Water  Supplies 

Again  I  have  to  comment  rather  regretfully  on  the  standard  of 
drinking  water  in  civil  aircraft  and,  by  reference  to  the  table  shown 
below,  a  clear  picture  of  the  position  can  be  seen.  However,  our 
efforts  have  been  vigorous  during  the  year  in  an  endeavour  to  im¬ 
prove  this  situation.  Technical  advice  has  been  given  and  cleans¬ 
ing  and  sterilising  technique  has  been  sent  to  Aircraft  Catering 
Departments  who  have  had  repeated  unsatisfactory  water  samples. 

I  would  hasten  to  point  out  that  satisfactory  results  of  samples 
began  to  show  as  such  towards  the  later  end  of  the  year  under 
review  and  I  hope  this  will  continue.
